This 
being the case, the Radicals have decided to 
do their utmost to harrass the administration 
which so badly protects itself. 
AN INDIGNATION MEETING. 

Fifteen Englishmen started for Ireland by 
last nicht's mall with the intention of holding 
an indignation meeting at Limerick about the 
O’Grady evictions, which, if the land law has 
any efficacy at all, are illegal, and to speak at 
the proclaimed meeting and defy the Govern- 
ment to suppress them.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


SECRETARY OF STATE BAYARD ON THE 
FISHERY COMMISSION. 


An Honorable Settlement of the Dispute 
Assured—Pernicious Activity of Federal 
Office-Holders at Political Conventions 
Causing Talk—The Ute Trouble—A Cus- 


ington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 2.—Secretary 
Bayard spoke fully and freely to a correspond- 
ent to-dayin régard to the rew phase assumed 
by the Canadian fisheries question. He re- 
garded it as a most hopeful indication of a 
speedy, just and honorable settlement of these 
long- pending difficulties, that the British 
Government had itself taken steps to put an 
end to the triangular manner in which the 
negotiations had hitherto been a source of 
perpetual embarrassment. Every proposition 
submitted by the United States had to be re- 
ferred to Canada for the views of the Dominion 
Government and after months of delay it 
would be returned with the Canadian objec- 


tions and the whole routine would have to be 
gone over again. Secretary Bayard especially 
referred to the proposition made by him to 
Lord Iddesleigh, British Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, who subsequently died. hat propos 
tion remained unanswered for months after 
Lord Iddesieigh’s death, and was finally re- 
turned to the U nited States by Lord Salisbury 
with the Canadian objections. 

Secretary Bayard went on to say that all the 
embarrassments and delays which bad bam- 
pered negotiations in times past would be ob- 
viated by the appointment of Royal Commis- 
sioners clothed with full authority to speak 
both for Great Britain and the Dominion of 
Canada. The State Department had not been 
officially advised who would constitute the 
Commission on the part of Great Britain, but

THE UTE TROUBLE. 


Mr. Muldrow Explains Why the Government 
Did Not Interfere.

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 2.—Acting- 
Secretary of the Interior Muldrow said yester-

— sent against the Utes, the cry would have 
been raised that the Government was inter- 
fering with the rights of the State and luvad- 
ing its prerogatives. There is no law for the 
use of the troops in keeping peacefully in- 
clined Indians within their reservations. 
United States Judge Dundy of Nebraska de- 
cided recently that an Indian who would mind 
his own business and travel about peacefully 
could not be compelled to return to his 
reservation.’’ 

Mr. Muldrow also said thatthe latest news 
wus that the Utes had all returned to their res- 
ervation and the so-called war was over. 
The Interior Department has received no of- 
cial news of the loss of life at the Rangel 
fight. Indian Commissioner Atkins has noti- 
fied the agent at the Ute reservation to see 
that all persons who have no right there be or- 
dered away. He believes these trespassers 
are trying to incite a disturbance and are re- 
sponsible for the recent trouble.

MAYOR FRANCIS APPOINTS THE INSPECTOS 


NO MORE BAD MILK. 


UNDER THE NEW OBDINANCE. 


— [— 


Powers and Duties of the Officer and His 
Assistant, the Dairy Inspector—The Pure 
Milk Standard Established by Ordinance 


Mayor Francis to-day appointed August O. 


Speth Milk Inspector, in accordance with the 
provisions of an ordinance approved last 


April. This ends a warm contest for the office, 
for which the number of candidates was lim- 
ited by the qualifications required. Mr. Speth 
was very generally indorsed and does not rep- 
resent any particular set of men in 


the milk business. Commissioner of 


Buildings Kledus will’ be notified 
to prepare an office forthe newly created In- 
spector atthe City Hall. The appointment, 
which is subject to the approval of the Coun- 
cil, is for aterm of four years, ending 1891, at 
a salary of $1,500 per year, and under a bond of 
$10,000 for the faithful performance of the 
duties. The Inspector is obliged to examine 
any sampleof milk or cream submitted to 
him, and if, on anlysis, it is found 
to be impure, he must report it to 
the Health Commissioner, for that offi- 
cial’s action under the ordinances relating 
to adulterated and unwholesome foods. 
He is authorized to enter any premises where 
milk or cream is exposed for sale, and to take 
not more than a quart for test purposes. The 
Inspector and the Board of Health or the per- 
sons authorized by them have the power to 
destroy all milk found to be unheaithy and un- 
fit for consumption, or adulterated as defined 
by ordinance. The ordinance under which 
tne Inspector will act provides as follows: 

The sale or offering for sale, in this city, of 
impure or adulterated milk or cream for any 
and all purposes and by all persons, and also 
the sale or offering for sale of what is knowao 
as skimmed milk, is absolutely prohibited. 
Any person who shall sell or offer for sale any 
milk or cream having therein or containing 
any foreign substance whatever, or any adul- 
teration or preservative, whether for 
the purpose of artificially increas- 
ing the quantity of the milk 
or cream, or for preserving the sweetness and 
condition thereof, or for any purpose what- 
ever, or any diluted milk or cream, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con- 
viotion sball punished by a fine of not less 
than $10nor more than $100. It shall be the 
duty of the Milk Inspector to visit all the 
dairies in the city at least twice a year. 

‘‘Every store-keeper, restaurant keeper, 
and every person, firm or corporation who 
sells or offers for sale any milk orcream in any 
quantity whatsoever, shali be in all respects 
— — and amenabie to the provisions of this 
“TT teert ** will shortly be inted 

A Da ns r shortly appoin 
ata salary of $1,000 per year, to assist the In- 
spector. The Inspector must be a practical 
dairyman of at least five years’ experience in 
this city. His duty will be to visit once a 
month, or oftener if he deems it necessary, all 
stables, lots, and pastures where cows are 
kept and milk sold. If the cows or prem- 
ises are found in an unhealthy con- 
dition the Dairy Inspector is au- 
thorized to order the discontinuance 
of the sale of milk from such cows until the 
cause of complaint is remedied. To avoid all 
disputes the standards of milk and cream have 
been established by city ordinance. Milk 
must come upto this standard in a chemical 
analysis. The proportions of pure milk must 
be: water, 88 per cent, and milk solids, 12 per 
cent, provided that the milk solids contain 
not less than 2 8-10 per cent of butter fat. For 
pure cream the percentage of water is 78, 
solids, 22, provided that the solids contain not 
less than 12 per cent of butter fat. 

Although according to the terms of the or- 
dinance Mr. Speth is only compelled to ana- 
2 milk, he will de expected to discharge 
the duties that formerly devolved upon the 
City Chemist, whose office’was abolished some 
time ago. 


Nolan Explains. 


Delegate Nolan pleads not gullty to the 
charge of having spoken direspectfully of 
Mayor Francis on the floor of the House. 
Mayor Francis was informed that Delegate 


Nolan had insinuated that his Honor owned 
the property on which it is proposed to build 
thenew water-works pumping station. Mayor 
Fruncis announced that he would see Mr. No- 
lan about the statement, but the Dele- 
gate has avoided a misunderstanding by 
anexplanation. He says he didn’t say the 
Mayor owned the site and didn’t mean to in- 
sinuate that His Honor bad undertaken such a 
shady piece of business. What he did say was 
that the House should know wh, owned the 
property and that Mayor Francis should ob- 
tain the information for the House. This 
makes everything as clear as a back yard ona 
dark night. 


Diphtheria Increasing. 


Five deaths from diphtheria were reported 
to-day atthe Health Department. This is an 
alarming increase. Dr. Dudley’s suggestions 
to the Board of Health were timely, as the in- 
crease during the last fortnight has deen un- 
expectedly large. During the month of Au- 
gust sixty-two deaths from diphtheria were 
recorded. In July forty-six were reported. At 
the present rate September will equal the 
totais of both the preceding months. 


Defaulting Contractors. 


This morning the Board of Public Improve- 
ments met. One of the seven contractors 
awarded contracts on the 30th ult. applied for 
an extension of time to execute the bonds. For 


some time the Board has been annoyed by 
contractors failing to execute their contracts. 
A rule was made that time would not be ex- 
tended, except on written application of the 
party interested. To-day the Board held 
33,980 as forfeitures, and for some 
time the members were undecided 
whether to indulge the defaulting 
contractors by declaring the securities for- 
feited or to give them another day. There is 
ageneral sentiment in the Board that con- 
tractors biding for public work should be 
forced to live up to the rules of the Board. 
There is a good prospect of the Board capt- 
uring a lot of securities on tardy coutractors 
ifthey continue to violate the rules, although 
there is no disposition to be harsh with them 
for slight delays. 


For Failures, 


The street-sprinkling contractors do not yet 
know their fate at the hands of Street Com- 
missioner Turner. During the last fifteen days 
there have been numerous complaints of de- 
faults of the contracts, The Commissioner is 
authorized to make a deduction for every day 
on which the streets are not sprinkled 
as agreed in the contract. The great difficulty 
with which the Commissioner meets is in 
substantiatin the complaints made by 
citizens. In the cases of the inspectors the 
facts can be obtained for Gen. Turner’s ac- 
tion. Citizens who are willing to give their 
evidence on the defaults of the contractors 
will have their grievances attended to without 
much delay.

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CUBAN CORRUPTION. 


Full Details of the Seizure of the Cus. 
tom-House at Havana. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 2.—The De- 
partment of State is in receipt of information 
touching the recent military seizure of the 
Custom-house at Havana and the occurrences 
of the following week. The report says that 
these occurrences greatly excited public feel- 
ing in Havanna, end that they are re- 
garded as indications of deep-rooted corrup- 


tion in fiscal administration, a precarious 
economic situation and decay of material 
prosperity. Following the seizure of the Cus- 
tom-house on August 18, by orderof the Gov- 
ernor-General, all means of outlet to the 
wharves and warehouses were closed and 
guards established over aver? dock 
and avenue. For several days following 
a committee of investigation was engaged in 
an examination of the recent operationa of the 
Oustom-house and the superior officers and 
many subordinates were suspended. Mean- 
while all other operations were paralyzed; the 
wharves were covered with goods discharged 
from vessels in the harbor, and numbers of 
loaded lighters were not permitted to dis- 
charge their cargoes, thereby incurring extra 
risks. while crowds of laborers were 
standing around idle. This measure spread 
considerable alarm among certain parties in 
commercial pursuits, who are supposed to be 
in connivance with custom officials in contra- 


band operations, and it is said 
that several committees of importing 
merchants called upon the Governor- 


General, and admitting thatthey were more 
or less compromised in the regular way of 
doing Custom-house business begged to be al- 
lowed to correct their entries already made. 
But three days were allowed them and during 
that time the ordinary receipts from customs 
duties were more than tripled. 

Telegrams ésentto Madrid begging for 
intercession, d declaring that the commerce 
of Havana was not solely responsible for what 
had occurred, but these have been disavowed 
by protests from the syndics of aimost all 


of the commercial guilds. The Madrid 
Government has approved the acts 
of the Governor, and all of the high 


revenue officers suspended—the Collector, 
Central Administrator of Customs, Appraiser— 
have been permanentiy suspended. The 
resignation of the Intendant-General of 
Finance has also been agcepted. Don Animbal 
Arieste is now in charge of the Custom-house 
as special delegate of the Governor-General, 
and operations are again resumed. *

Traveling dresses are made princtpally of 
plain woolens, plaid stuffs and limousine 
which last is woolen material of the natural 
beige, grayish, or ecru tint, with fine, colored 
stripes. Whatever the material employed, the 
general style is always that of a tallor dress. 
With a slightly shaggy woolen stuff that 
has soft lights in chestnut and old gold, 
aplain skirt is made, two ards and 
three-quarters wide around the bottom: the 
front breadth is longer than the others, 
to admit of being gathered up on 
both sides, and thus form a draped 
tablier. The jacket corsage crosses to one side, 
and bas a turned-down collar, side pockets 
and a small breast pocket for railroad ticket 
on the left side. All the edges of skirt and 
jacket are bordered with several rows of stitch- 
ing in old-gold silk. The favorite colors 
for traveling toilets are all the tawny tints, all 
shades of brown, wood and beige. When a 
plaid fabric is selected the costume is made of 
the plaid throughout. Theskirt generally has 
the lines of the plaid taken bias and is plaited 
all around in free plaits that are held 
only at the belt. The corsage is 
well corseted and very long in 
the waist allaround. The sleeve is narrow at 
the top and terminates in a cuff, and the collar 
is straight and wide. This is simple, service- 
able, and appropriate, particularly if the 
plaid has been carefully chosen in subdued 
soft tints. Not unusual is a traveling dress of 
plain serge trimmed with plain bands; or 
sometimes the two stuffs are more close] 
combined, the skirt having plain plaits an 
plain plaits alternalely all tke way around, 
with breadths of the plaid slightly draped on 
the back; the plaid corsage has sieeves of the

At an excited gathering of military 
and legal men” in Pittsburg yesterday to 
consider the prospect of a repetition of 
the Wheeling affair at St. Louis, it seemed 
to be assumed that the people of this city 
are benton imitating the action of the 
Wheeling editor who insisted on forcing 
theG. A. R. to march under Cleveland 
banners stretched across the street or not 
march at all. Gen. PEARSON, a Demo- 
crat, was one of the speakers, and he 
said: 

It is my opinion that if the G. A. R. were 
compelled to march under obnoxious banners 
in the parade there would be troubie of a se- 
rious nature. Ithink the best course we can 
adopt is to go to St. Louis, attend to the rou- 
tine business of our annual meeting, and after 
that adjourn.” There is no necessity fora 
parade, and itisonly done in honor of the 
people who are kind enough to invite us to 
their city. 

Now Gen. PEARSON can rest assured that 
the people of St. Louis are not in sympa- 
thy with any movement to force upon the 
G. A. R. the alternative of either leaving 
St. Louis without a parade or marching 
under obnoxious banners stretched across 
the street. The single newspaper of very 
limited circulation in St. Louis, whose 
efforts to out-Tuttle TUTTLE in denounc- 
ing and defying the G. A. R. have alarmed 
Gen. Pearson, has suddenly hauled in its 
horns. It now announces that there is no 
danger whatever that any Cleveland ban- 
ners will be stretched across the route of 
the G. A. R. parade, and contents itself 
with the heroic declaration that ‘‘the 
„President's pictures will not be hidden 
‘‘away to pander to the spirit, eto.“ 

As the row was altogether about ban- 
ners stretched across the route of the pro- 
cession, and asnoG. A. R. man has ever 
asked any Cleveland man in St. Louis or 
elsewhere to hide his Cleveland pictures, 
or objected to any man’s displaying his 
political colors in any proper place for 
such display, there need be no apprehen- 
sion of any unpleasant incidents in St. 
Louis such as occurred at Wheeling.

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WHEN the Associated Press reporter in 
St. Louis sent to the New York papers the 
statement that the Post-DISPATCH ex- 
‘presses the hope that no Cleveland 
„pictures would be flung to the breeze 
„during the G. A. R. Encampment,’’ he 
was guilty ofa dowuright and inexcus- 
able misre presentation. In our com- 
ments on the Wheeling incident there was 
no reference to any banners, pictures or 
inscriptions but such as are stretched 
across the street over the route of the G. 
A. R. procession. No objection to Cleve- 
land pictures or banners in any other 
position has been raised by any Post of 
the G. A. R., even the most frantically 
hostile to the President.

TRE right to wear Cleveland badges or 
Blaine badges or to display his party col- 
ors on any proper occasion is not denied to 
any member of the G. A. R. by any of his 
comrades.

A Riding-Master, Well Known in St. Louis, 
Arrested on Complaint of His Sixth Fe- 
male Victim—His Career at the Armory 
Riding-School in This City—Heartfess 
Treatment of a Young Lady in New 
Jersey—The Local and Other Escapades 
of a Slick Adventurer.

NEw York, September 2.—Capt. Charles H. 
Leroy, who is under arrest in Chicago on Mrs. 
M. L. Jones-Leroy’s charge of bigamy, 1 
well-known in New York and Boston, Mrs, 
Jones, hie latest victim, was the widow of a 
Milwaukee druggist, who was won by Leroy’s 
dashing manners and gave him not only her 
heart, but some $600 besides. The money was 
ostensibly to enable Capt. Leroy to relieve the 
embargo on bis diamonds.

His advertisement was answered by Mrs. Oath- 
arine Duggan of Flusbing, a widow who was 
said to have $25,000. She wrote over ber maiden 
name, Catharine Jones, andin the course of 
the correspondence. that followed Leroy 
painted bimself in glowing colors. Leroy vis- 
ited Flushing and a formal marriage agree- 
ment was made. Leroy returned to Boston, 
andonhis second visitto this city he met 
Mrs. Duggan at the Morton House, and over a 
bottle of wine June 17 was agreed on as the 
day for the wedding. At this interview Leroy 
coolly asked the widow to

PURE WINE NOW. 


New York’s New Law’Against Adulteration 
Goes Into Effect. 


New York, September 2.—The new law 
againstthe adulteration of wine went into 
effectin this State yesterday. It absolutely 
forbids the manufacture or sale of any wing 
that has been treated with any one of a dozen 
different deleterious substances, and leaves 
water and sugar, with grape brandy, about 
the only things that can legally be added to 
the pure jaice of the grape in the manufacture 
of wine. The law includes carbonic acid ip 
the lust of forbidden adulterants, and there. 
fore prohibits the use of the carbonat. 
ing or new process“ method of making 
champagne. The difference between the new 


and the old, or French process, is that the 
new way isto manufacture the carbonic acid 
gas separately and force it into the wine, just 
as itis forced into soda water, while by the 
old method the gas is formed inthe wine by 
the natural process of fermentation. Eminent 
expert rey ys is quoted in support of the 
statement that it is impossible for a chemist to 
tell by analysis whether the gas in any 
wine is the natural or the artificia/ 
roduct. Imprisonment for a year, £1,000 
e and an ditional fine of $la gallon are 
— that may be imposed for violation of 

e law. 

These are about a dozen firms in the State 
engaged in the manufacture of the ‘‘new pro- 
cess’’ wine. Most of them are in this city. 
They held a conference last week and decided

to enforce that part of the law. They Claim 
thatthe words ‘‘carbonic acid’’ were slipped 
into the dill in the interest of foreign wine 
men and manufacturers in this country who 
use the French method. 

At the office of H. T. Dewey & Son, on Ful- 
ton street, it was said. The law merely an- 
ticipates our action,as we were about adopting 
the old process anyhow, on account of the 
bad name some unprincipled wine concoctors 
had given to the carbonating method, by 
adulterating their product. For that reason 
we are not in the combination to fight the 
law, but we believe with the other wine men 
that there is neither just#iee nor validity in 
the prohibition of the us@ of carbonic acid. 
As for the rest of the law, we heart- 
ily favorit. It is as much a safeguard 
reputable manufacturers as for the pabijc. 
The ‘Gaulizing’ of wine by the strete of 
it with water and sugar, which is not danger- 
ous adulteration, can be continued, but the 
‘Ganlized’ product must be labelled at its

Divine Bard’s History and Name—Ad- 
mission Fee Charged to Enter the House. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Dieraren. 

New YORK, September 2.—The following let - 
ter from Stratford-on-Avon, England, under 
date of August 20, is published here to-day: 
stratford-on-Avon ie thé Mecca for American 
piigrims. There are more Americans who 
come here than English. There is scarcely an 
American who comes to England who does not 
find time to go to Shakspeare’s birthplace. 
Ido not believe that there is any more disap- 
pointing place to visit in all England. It is 
one of the few places that does not correspond 
in any degree to one’s anticipations. The 


town is uninteresting. Ithas no picturesque 
features. It has a modern look and a majority 


of the houses are ugly. The greater num- 
ber of the streets present the hard, glaring 
appearance of hurriedly finished villages of 
the far West. The town is permeated with 
Shakspeare’s history and name. His fame 
apparently affords the principal means of liv- 
ing for the inhabitants, The house where 
Shakspeare was born is interesting, but in my 
opinion it would be much more interesting if 
it were kept empty, instead of being made a 
museum for all the junk which has 
peen packed up in his name during 


the last two or three years. There 
are people who are interested in viewing the 
boots and old clothes of great men, buf this 
number cannot be very lergé among the class 
of people who have money enough to crose the 
Water on a pilrimage to Shakspeare’s home. I 
asked a local dignitary who was in charge of 
the house to whom the 4 belonged.

the corporation of Stratford and that they 
controlied it to-day. That this house 
is controlled by the great men of this 
corporation is shown by the lo- 
tures of the prominent men of Stratford 
appearing on the walls. I noticed one ugly- 
looking old woman on the wall in the museum, 
and on questioning was told that she was Miss 
Wheeler, the sister of a former Stratfordian. 
The historian of Stratford may be a very great 
man but his fame has not thus far extended 
outside of the city whose history he has 
written, yet the portraits of himself and his 
sister are as conspicuous in the Shakspeare 
house as those of the original occupant. 

THE SHAKESPEARE HOUSE. 

The Shakespeare house was purchased in 
the same way as was Mt. Vernon, the home of 
Washington. It is nominally the properey of 
the peopie. With us Mt. Vernon is controlled 
by an association of ladies who find much 
amusement, comfort and importance in di- 
recting the affairs of that place, but there has 
never been any charge of admission made to 
Mt. Vernon. The public cannot view the 
Shakespeare house without paying sixnence 
to see the living rooms, and sixpence more to 
visit the seco of the house, which is 
filled up with ot of rubbish supposed to 
have some relation to the Shakespeariau 
period. Thia represents about 25 cents of our 
money, and as there is an average of 250 visit- 
ors a day to this Shakspeare house,this would 
foot up an income of $60 perday. Certain! 
this — amount of money is not all require 
for keeping up a very plain house. oor 
three hundred dollars a year would cover that 
expenditure. What becomes of this large 
fund would be an interesting subject of in- 
quiry, I should say, with the people of En- 
giand, who are supposed to own this place. 

CHARGING ADMISSION. 

Nearly all of the show places of England 
have entrance fees charged for admission. 
The ruins of Kenilworth Castle, near Strat- 
ford, ure supposed to be the most interesging 
ruins in England. A visitor to them brings 
away a few distinet impressions: First, a 
q ening sense and appreciation of the 
magnificent sto of Scott, written in the 
neighborhood of this once great castle; 
second, the realization of the fitness, 
beauty and grandeur of the theater 
on which so many historical eants, 
during Elizabeth's time, were dis layed ; 
third, afeeling of pity and indignation for 
the ruthless déstruction perpetrated by Crom- 
well, who dismantied this noble fortress, 
— nf he which no one has since at- 
temp to restore; fourth, intense admiration 
for the thrifty spirit of the Earl of Clarendon, 
who, in acquiring this property, hedged it 
carefully in an permitted visitors te 
see it on a payment of threepence each, 
or 6 cents our money. In this way 
he derives from this property a handsome 
income. The Sabbath is observed at this in- 
stitution by refusing to admit the public for 
the sacrilegious price of threepence. 
Those who are willing to pay, eight- 
eenpence on the holy Sabbath day 
can have the privilege of inspecting this 
most profitable property of the last noble Ear! 
ot Clarendon. arwick Castle, which is one 
of the at feudal castles of England, affords 
avery handsome revenue to its present occu- 
pant, the Earl of Warwick, through shilling 
admissions being oharged to view all except 
the private living apartments. The present 
Earl is a poor man for one in his position. He 
has been obliged to live quietly and husband 
his resources to do his best to free this 
propery from the debts on itt when it came to 
im. The estate was loaded with mortgages 
when he received it. His eldest son, Lord 
Brooke, married afew years ago one of the 
great heiresses of England. Looking back 
overthis family Ind that gf allot its 
financial successes have come through the 
marriage of arich young woman. This heir- 
ess, who married Lord Brook, is a spirited 


young lady who refusedthe hand of Prince 
opola when it was tendered her afew years 
aco. Upto withinafew years ago no admis- 


sion fee was charged at Warwick Castle. Then 
the butler and the housekeeper were per- 
mitted to show people through at certain 
hours of the day, and they were permitted to 
pocket the fees paid them. The result “was 
that these two people 
GOT A GREAT FORTUNE 

during their twenty years’ service. To quote 
the langu of one of their rural admirers 
they have An ’ous oftheir hown nearly as 
big as the castle and mo’ orses and carriages 
than the hearl ‘imself.’’ The present 
Earl now takes this revenue to 
himself, One of the peculiari- 
ties of this business is that the tickets of ad- 
mission are not sold on the castle unds. 
There isa ore avoidance of any apparent 
connection on the part of the castie with the 
financial features of this transaction. At the 

rter’s lodge you are told that tickets can be 
ought at the little humble house in the feudal 
row under the lofty battlements of this most 
aristocratic abode of one of the greatest peers 
of the realm. You visit this house and there 
your money is taken through a littie)wicket and 
n exchange you are given a ticket which en- 
titles vou to be shown through. Commission - 
ers are on duty there and they display the 
treasures and the beauties of the place with 
the same business-like method and manner of 
peome in charge of any of the show places in 

ndon. The money ited by the visitor 
unde its way to a bank the Earl’s credit 
affording him at the present time a clear net 
income of fully $15,000 a year.

night of the killing. When Constable 
Schierick espied him yesterday, knowing that 
he was a desperate character, he did not at- 
tempt to arrest him on the street, but followed 
him to his home near Biseell’s Point, and then 
calling upon Officer Fahle for assistance, 
he and the officer went to the 
house and succeeded in making the arrest 
without any trouble. Arnold admitted the 
killing but said it happened so long ago that 
he thought it had been forgotten in East St.

Louis this morning. and if Brown agrees to 
come over to this side without a requisition he 
willbe taken to Belleville this evening and 
lodged in the County Jail. If he refuses to 
come the necessary steps to secure his extra- 
dition will be at once taken by the county 
authorities.

Where a Wandering Woman Rested Her 
Tired Head and Went to Sleep. 


An inquest was held by Deputy Coroner 
Hennessy to-day on the body of Jennie Smith, 
nlias Mamie Smith, a woman of the town, 
who died at the house of Mrs. 
Coleman, colored, at No. 811 North 


Ninth street yesterday. The testimony showed 
how quick is the descent to Avernus. The de- 
ceased was only 24 years old, and was well 
connected in an Illinois town but a few miles 
from St. Louis, but her folks had cast her 
off because when quite young she had 
run away with a negro. When she came to 
her senses after ber first escapade and found 
the doors of home closed on her forever, she 
closed her heart to every good impulse and 
landed in the Joliet penitentiary, where she 
serveid a five years’ term. On leaving there 
she sank lower and lower, being first 
repudiated by her white sisters in 8 in aud then 
by the colored people. Several months ago 
disease reduced her to a heipless creature, un- 
able to walk or indeed scarcely to move. She 
had no one to turn to; she had come tothe end 
ofthe path of pleasure, and before was the iron 
door of fate. The street seemed to be her 
only refuge, and it looked as.if the curbstone 
was to be her dying pillow. But there was 
some heart left in the world. An old 
colored auntie, Mrs. Coleman, remembered 
the dying girl as she had once seen herin the 
full flush of innocence and glee when she was 
the idol of heart and of household. So the 
black woman took her in to ber humble 
lodging, and yesterday when the tired eyes 
closed forever, her head rested on the bosom 
of her old nurse.

What the Brotherhood Is, Its Members and

The 
matter assumes a more serious aspect when it 
is learned that the propositions advanced by 
the ‘‘syndicate’’ are now being entertained 
by the players inthe Brotherhood, and that a 
committee is ‘‘investigating’’ the propriety of 
accepting them. 

Itiseasy toimagine the result were a new 
league formed on the plan outlined in this re- 
port which was published in yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH. The celebrated national agree- 
ment would become a thing of the past and 
the new managers would not besitate a mo- 
ment to offer such inducements to the star 
players in the American Association as would 
practically cripple the latter. The East would

ite former great prestige. The new scheme 
would revolutionize the national sport in a 
manner to wake all such puny plans as the 
Twelve Club League, consolidation, etc., 
pale into insignificance. The prospects for 
the West are certainly not very flattering, and 
if the Brotherhood should take the contem- 
plated step the old base ball interests through- 
out the country will be nothing buta mass of 
ruins.

Why the Baltimore Captain's Head Was Cut 
Off by Barnie.

The American yesterday announced the re- 
moval of Burns from the captaincy of the Bal- 
timore Base Ball Club.

Barnie says he came to the conclusion that 
Burns’ actions were having a bad effect witn 
the playersand the work of the ciub, and he 
thought it besttoremove him, The change, 
he thinks, will benefit both Burns andthe en- 
tireteam. Burns, he says, can undoubtedly 
play better ball if relieved of the responsibil- 
ity of handling the men. 

Purcell was appointed yesterday to fill the 
vacancy, and acted in this capacity during the 
game. Manager Barnie said his pitchers were 
getting into good shape, especially Kilroy,and 
that when the club returns they will certainly 
recover lost ground. Some of the patrens 
think Manager Barnie has acted rather 
hastily In removing the hardest worker of the 
team. Burns has on numerous occasions 
shown that he has a high 
temper, and frequently .kicked with the 
players when there was no occasion. Such 
actions, especially on the fleld, caused the 
spectators to criticize him sharply. Purcell is 
a good man for the place, and has one of the 
clearest heads of aay ball player in the 
country. He ismuch liked by the players, 
has experience and will stand up for the 
rights ofall.
